ahead of Jimmy Carter the poll shows Reagan holding his base of Republican support while Carter's 
Democratic support is building we pulled more than 1500 likely voters last week by phone around the country 


and they favor Reagan over Carter not much changed from our last poll Anderson has lost support in this 
group this is a more precise way of looking at things two-thirds of our sample has now decided how it will 
vote next month Reagan leads the president in this group by about as much as he did before the only 
change is a slight decline for Anderson there were charges last week that President Carter was running a 
mean campaign forty percent of our sample agrees with that but 55 percent don't think mr. Carter has been 
mean about Ronald Reagan and Democrats in our sample are coming home to Carter before this summer's 
democratic convention only 42 percent of the Democrats favored Carter last week 60 percent favored the 
president important because Democrats outnumber Republicans Carter was in New York City today 
honoring Italians on Columbus Day but worrying about another group Jewish voters judy Woodruff reports 
the president tried to reassure a Jewish audience of his commitment to Israel but he was interrupted

Carter offered his Jewish audience virtually everything they wanted to hear 
including a promise the US would never deal with a Palestine Liberation Organization as long as it refuses to 
recognize Israel's right to exist press secretary Jody Powell later told reporters the president was irritated by 
the heckling but his political advisors are not unhappy about it in fact they believe this kind of confrontation 
helps the president because it makes him appear capable of taking on his critics mr. Carter went from a

back in California until the day before the election that's spending most of the next three weeks in the 12 
states that will decide this race and after a day like this one Reagan may prefer to be a little farther from 
home chris wallace NBC news with the reagan campaign in Seal Beach California and the latest figures in 
the NBC AP poll show no sign of what John Anderson hopes for a late surge of support for his independent

him a factor in several key states but unlike Anderson they see no last-minute surge for his candidacy Bob

Democratic to toss-up the critical states are in the Midwest the big industrial states with lots of electoral votes 
and several of the big ones are still too close to call so that's how we see it as of now Reagan ahead Carter 
behind Anderson leading in no state and the key to it all in the toss-up states such as Texas the Reagan 
campaign has just this week given Texas a higher priority and ken bode is their president Qatar has some 
things going for him in Texas one is that the Texas economy is in better shape than the country's another is 
that John Anderson isn't much of a factor here we're calling to find out if you or any but one else in your

Jimmy Carter and want Amanda have been friends labor unions are important 
here but nationally 60 percent of blue-collar workers are non-union like their membership the union power to 
influence votes is diminishing blue-collar workers in the 20th district 





blue-collar workers in the 20th district live in suburbs like Brook Park close to where they work they are 
family people churchgoers and like working-class people everywhere finding it hard to make ends meet on 
their average wage of $14,000 a year they tend to socialize with other blue-collar workers bowling at Brook 
gate lanes dancing at Carlin's social club or playing bingo at st. Joseph's vets Church the blue-collar worker 
feels forgotten by the politicians there going out of their way worrying about other people besides the people 
right here in the United States the small people the blue-collar people are losing out they're losing out

do it could something go wrong of course but the release of the hostages is now more than a possibility bill 
McLaughlin NBC News the United Nations officials in the Reagan campaign say the possibility of a hostage 
return this weekend is more than rumor the Reagan campaign now believes Secretary of State muskie will 
go to West Germany on Sunday where the hostages might be brought if they are released and that the 
hostages may come out in two stages on Sunday and Monday according to one Reagan campaign official 


some of the Iranian conditions for the release of the hostages may be met by an American agreement to take 
them to a world legal forum and this official who asked not to be named said the United States will agree to 
send spare military parts to Iran the Iranians have set forth four main conditions for the release of the 
hostages the Iranians want the United States to renounce claims against Iran they want a guarantee of no 
interference in their affairs no problem there what our problematical are the Iranian demands that the Shahs 
wealth be returned and that the Iranian assets frozen by the United States be unfrozen Mike Jensen has 
looked into the frozen assets there are about 275 lawsuits being heard in courts all over the country filed by 
businesses and banks owed money by Iran they want part of the eight billion dollars in Iranian money and 
other assets that was frozen by President Carter so Iran couldn't take it out of the country normally private 
companies and banks like these which are owed money by Iran cannot legally get hold of a foreign 
governments assets that's because there's a kind of 





that's because there's a kind of diplomatic immunity for such money it's like not being able to give parking 
tickets to foreign diplomats but in this court in New York a federal judge has ruled that the immunity was 
cancelled when President Carter froze the Iranian assets that companies could get their hands on Iranian 
money by filing lawsuits now President Carter is saying he would unfreeze the assets as part of a deal to get 
the hostages back but there are problems legal experts say even if he did end the freeze the legal cases 
would probably continue that even if the diplomatic immunity for Iranian money was restored it would take a 
lot of time for all those lawsuits to run their course so Iran could get its money back and that it could leave a 
lot of American companies and banks holding the bag with Iran owing the money and no Iranian assets to 
cover the debts one possibility that's being discussed is to have the United States government assume 
responsibility for the money Iran owes American companies or to form an international trade commission to 
sort things out for the moment because the subject of the hostages is so sensitive nobody is saying much 
officially Mike Jensen NBC News New York the figures for last month's consumer prices came out today and

interest rates have turned upward and oil prices seem sure to go up again Irving R Levine and BC News 
Washington Ronald Reagan said today's inflation figures demonstrate what Reagan called the utter failure of 
this administration's policies but the president argued they show something very different here are two 
reports the first from the Reagan camp the Reagan camp was overjoyed by the price figures hoping they will

Carter's actions in the crisis are just designed to get him elected the telephone 
poll was taken late last week among 2,400 people around the country the likely voters in that group gave 
Reagan a six-point lead three-fourths of the likely voters have decided how they'll vote which we think is a 
better way of measuring sentiment and here again we see a six-point lead the error factor in polling means 
this could be closer than it looks one-fourth of our sample hasn't made a final decision but in this group 30% 
are favoring Reagan 25% are favoring Carter and 16 and favoring Anderson we find signs incidentally that 
the number of undecided voters is quite high with the

Carter works almost all the time with attention to 
every detail how Reagan avoids small details concentrating mainly on big decisions there are strengths and 
weaknesses in each technique and they are very different On January 20th either Jimmy Carter will take the 
oath for a second term as president or Ronald Reagan will take the oath and move into the Oval Office which 
means that either Carter the workaholic or Reagan the chairman of the board will be in charge James 
Fallows was once a Carter speechwriter he disagreed with Carter but supports him today he knows how 
Jimmy Carter does the job as he is man who pushes himself very hard he gets in the office early he doesn't 
have any patience with wasting time he plows through the paper he is renowned for reading everything that's
